BRANDT SUES

Grand Dragon Forrest 
Accused of Circulating 
Letter Defaming Char- 
acter of Plaintiff. 


Charging defamation of character. 
W. F. Brandt, preeconvention support- 
er of Governor Alfred LE. Smith for 
the democratic presidential nomina- 
tion, Monday filed suit against the Ku 
Klux Klan and N. B. Forrest, its 
grand dragon, asking $500,000 dam- 
ages, 

In his petition, Brandt, a mortgage 
broker, accuses the klan of circulat- 
ing through Forrest a letter in which 
the plaintiff is identified as ‘‘a Ger- 
man-Jew, who during the war is al- 
leged to have been under surveillance 
as a German spy.” 

A copy of the letter addressed to 
klansmen and purported to be signed 
by Forrest is attached to Brandt’s pe- 
tition. It is dated April 23 of this year 
and invites attention to the then rap- 
idly swelling sentiment in favor of the 
New Yerk governor and alludes to an 
“anonymous advertisement”’ *appear- 
ing in newspapers asking klansmen 
and former klansmen to learn the 
truth about Governor Smith by writ- 
ing to a certain Atlanta postoffice 
box. Forrest, in his letter, named 
Brandt as the man who received and 
answered the letters addressed to this 
box, 

Naturalized Citizen. 

Brandt sets forth in his petition 
that he is not a Jew, declaring him- 
self a fully naturalized citizen and 
denies that he ever was under sur- 
veillance by governmental agents or 
accused of being a German spy. 

“The plaintiff not only has ever 
been loyal to the United States but 
has never been suspected by the good 
citizens of Fulton county (in which 
county the plaintiff has resided for a 
number of years) of being other than 
a loyal and good citizen,” the petition 
recites, 

The plaintiff turns loose a vitriolic 
attack on the klan, 


to the creeds it accuses others of 


violating. 


“Plaintiff alleges that while the de-| 


fendants, both the individual officer 
and the corporation, claim to be ‘100 
per cent Americans’ they do not follow 
either by precept or practice any parts 
of the constitution or laws of the 
United States except such as agree: 
with the erroneous’ teachings and 
practices of the defendants,” the pe- 
tition alleges. “As an example of this 
practice and disregard of the princi- 
ples of this government and of the 
fundamental law of the land as con- 
tained in the constitution of the 


United States, the said defendants re- |

With many persons reported miss- 
ing, anticipations were that the total 
death list would be much greater. 
Red Cross officials estimated that it 
would reach 400 in Palm Beach coun- 
ty, one of the hardest hit regions, 
alone. 

The same source placed the damage 
at approximately $25,000,000, while 
other estimates reported by Senator 
Joe T. Robinson, the democratic vice 
presidential nominee, increased this 
figure to between $75,000,000 and 
$100,000,000. 

Greatest loss of life indicated in 
available reports occurred along the 
southeastern frings of Lake Okeecho- 
bee, where the equivalent of a tidal 
wave pushed up by the yiolent gale 
drowned many who were not crushed 
in the wreckage of their homes. It 
may be some time before the exact 
number of those who perished is 


known, relief workers expressing the 
opinion that many bodies still. were 
concealed in the debris of smashed and 
flooded dwellings. 

Scores who escaped with their lives 
but lost all possessions were being ad- 
ministered to in makeshift refugee sta- 
tions in half a dozen communities of 
the region. some of which were devas- 
tated to the extent that only a few 
buildings were left standing. 

Similarly in the Palm Beaches area; 
where the hurricane was said to have 
wrought greater destruction than that 
of the Miami disaster in 1926, hun- 
dreds of homeless received the atten- 
tion of relief workers. From virtually 
all unaffected portions of the state 
came answers to appeals for aid in 
the form of doctors, nurses, food. sup- 
plies and funds dispatched to the 
storm area. Some distress was report- 
ed irom communities with inadequate 
food and elothing. 

National guardsmen moved into the 
stricken portions under orders of Gov- 
ernor Martin to render every assist- 
ance possible and aid local authori- 
fies in preventing looting. Officials of

LiGniT, SAYS MAYOR 


Damage done by the hurricane in 
Jacksonville was greatly exaggerated 
by certain news correspondents, and 
actual losses in that city will approx- 
imate $10,000, with no casualties, ac- 
cording to a wire received by The Con- 
stitution Tuesday night from John T. 
Alsop, Jr., mayor of Jacksonville. 

Early reports from Jacksonville in- 
dicated that the damage was great, 
and as a result a citizens’ committee 
from that town requested that the 
mayor correct these impressions in 
telegrams to various papers. 

The mayor's message says: “The 
only damage done throughout the en- 
tire city of Jacksonville by the storm 
was the uprooting of some trees in 
different parts of the city and break- 
ing of a few plate-glass windows. No 
building at all were unroofed, and 
not a single individual in the city was 
hurt.” 

Mayor Alsop’s wire also mentions 
the fact that the same citizens’ com- 
mittee which asked for the correction 
of certain statements made about the 
storm effects in Jacksonville is now 
raising funds for the alleviation of 
suffering in Florida towns that did 
suffer greatly. Of this, he says: “A 
large committee of our citizens, who 
have inspired this wire, are in session 
this moment raising funds to help out 
neighboring cities south of us, entire- 
ly unmindful that a storm has visited 
Jacksonville.” 

The mayor was joined in his mes- 
sage by the managers of the Florida 
Times-Union and the Jacksonville 
Journal, the full membership of the 
city commission, the president of the 
city council, the presidents and man- 
agers of the chamber of commerce and 
the junior chamber, the presidents of 
three banks, the presidents of all civic 
organizations and several other citi- 
zens, 

The mayor's version of the storm 
was substantiated and the appeal that 
the false impression be corrected was 
repeated in a wire received by The 
Constitution later Tuesday night from 
P. H. Harrison, president of fhe Jack- 
sonville Chamber of Commerce. 

Mr. Harrison stated that the city 
experienced a 48-mile per hour wind 
and a 4-inch rainfall Monday, but 
property damage was slight, and there 
were no injuries.

No one was injured as result 
of the blow, according to hospital 
and police reports. 


STORM DAMAGES

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M’DANIEL DEATH 
ACCIDENT, SAYS FAIR

elared that it was a case of “murder 
or nothing.” Stephens classed Fair 
as a “menace to the state and so- 
ciety,” and characterized the defend- 
ant as a “cowardly assassin who shot 
Griffin in the back.” ‘The shooting of 
MeDaniel was a cold-blooded affair, 
Stephens asserted. | 

Admitting that the defendant was 
engaged in an unlawful act at the 
time of McDaniel’s shooting, Attorney 
Guillebeau asked the jury to convict 
Fair for “the crime that he is guilty 
of—involuntary manslaughter.” He 
claimed that Fair ran directly to Mce- 
Daniel for the purpose of giving him- 
self up for protection. 

Selection of Jury. 


Selection of the jury of 12 men 
proved an exceptionally hard task, be- 
eause of the great number of jurors 
who admitted either prejudice or bias 
ovr that they were opposed to capital 
punishment. <A total of 98 prospec- 
tive jurors, going into nine panels, 
were examined before sufficient for a 
jury were chosen out of a competent 
27. The state exercises not a single 
strike, while the defense used 15 
premptory challenges. 

The jury completed at 11:30 o’clock, 
Judge John D. Humphries immediate- 
ly moved into trial of the case, and 
Attorney Guillebeau announced that 
he had no intention’ of calling any 
witnesses unless something unforeseen 
turned up. Mrs. G. E. Elmore, of 
254 Techwood drive, who was stand- 
ing in front of 104 Decatur street 
with Officer McDaniel when Fair ran 
up. was the first witness called. 

Mrs. Elmore testified that she was 
eonversing with McDaniel when she 
heard voices crying, “Catch him,” and 
that, looking up, she saw Fair running 
toward them. McDaniel ran out and 
caught Fair, and the two had taken 
several steps toward Silverman's store, 
where she worked, when Fair shot the 
first time. She ran back into the 
rear part of the store, and heard a 
second shot, Mrs. Elmore said. Un- 
der cross-examination by Guillebeau, 
Mrs. Elmore said she newer saw Mc- 
Daniel with a pistol in his hand, and 
said tht he made no effort to harm 
Fair. . 

Marks Fair’s Path. 

She marked Fair’s path across De- 
eatur street, as well as the spot where 
she and McDaniel had been standing 
and where MeDaniel caught Fair, on 
a map of the scene presented to her 
by Assistant Solicitor Stephens. 

'J. Austin Dillon, undertaker, testi- 
fied as to an incision found in Mc- 
Daniel's body where the bullet had 
entered, and also as to a blue place 
on the thigh, though he said that he 
made no examination for bullet holes. 

Dr. -J. M. Walton, of the Grady 
hospital staff, said that McDaniel was 
wounded in the abdomen and in the 
left thigh, death resulting from gen- 
eral peritonitis brought about by the 
abdominal wound. He said that a 
white spot on a bone shown in an 
x-ray negative was believed to be an 
imbedded bullet. McDaniel was ad- 
mitted to the hospital Thursday, Au- 
gust 16, and retained consciousness 
alinost up to the time of his death on 
Sunday, August 19. 

Mrs. Alexander Testifies. 

The statement that she saw Fair 
in the act of taking his pistol out of 
his pocket and making ready to point 
it at McDaniel was made by Mrs. 
W. H. Alexander, head nurse at the 
Ansley Baby Home, on Crew street. 
Under cross-examination, Mrs. Alex- 
ander said that Fair stopped and 
fired just before he reached the of- 
ficer. 

Although he could not identify Fair 
in the court room, James Cunning- 
ham, colored, swore that he saw the 
man who shot McDaniel fire just as 
McDaniel threw up his hand. Mce- 
Daniel asked Fair, “What did you 
shoot me for?” but Cunningham did 
not hear Fair’s reply, he testified. He 
said that MeDaniel and Fair were 
scuffling when the last shot was fired 
and that this shot, the third, was fired 
into the air, as McDaniel was holding 
Fair's pistol hand. 

Under cross-examination Cunning- 
ham swore that McDaniel and Fair 
were six feet apart when the first 
shot was fired and that Fair had the 
pistol in his hand when Cunningham 
first saw him. Pressed as to whether 
he had ever been in jail, Cunningham 
said he had been out for so long that 
he could not tell when, but admitted 
that he had been in jail once. 

Griffin Tells of Shooting. 

E. L. Griffin, brother-in-law of Mrs. 
Heath, who was wounded by Fair 
just before the defendant shot Mc- 


Daniel, said that the first he saw of 
Fair was when the defendant stuck 
his head and shoulders in the right 
rear window of the automobile and 
demanded that Griffin “stop right 
where you are.” Fair pointed the 
pistol right into his face, but he ward- 
ed off the first shot by knocking the 
gun aside with his hand; the second 
shot also missed, and the third shot 
hit him in the right side, Girffin tes- 
tified. The courtroom crowd laughed 
when he said that the bore of the 
gun “looked bigger than that’ on be- 
ing shown the gun. 

Judge Humphries recessed court at 
1:15 o'clock until 2:30 o'clock, Grif- 
fin resumed the stand when court re- 
convened, and the jury was excused 
while Attorney Guillebeau argued for 
the admission of testimony that Grif- 
fin and other relatives of Mrs. Heath 
had shet John Zink by mistake for 
Fair. Guillebeau said he was trying 
to show that Griffin was gunning for 
Fair and that Fair knew he was liable 
to be shot down at sight. Judge 
Humphries barred “what happened on 
the previous occasion.” The jury was 
called back in and Guillebeau then 
asked: “How much bond are you un- 
der, Mr. Griffin?’ Judge Humphries 
promptly advised the witness: “You 
need not answer that.” “Come down, 
then,” Guillebeau said. 


A, M. Dodd, police court bailiff. 
told of receiving the fatal gun and 
the prisoner, Fair, from McDaniel, 
when the latter and Fair were driv- 
en up to the police station. McDaniel! 
told Dodd, “Take this man: he shot 
me, I’ve got to go to the hospitai,” 
Dodd said. The witness then said 
that he broke open the pistol and 
asked Fair: “You emptied the gun?’ 
Fair replied in the affirmative, Dodd 
said. When Dodd asked Fair why he 
shot McDaniel, the defendant replied : 
“I don’t know,” Dodd said. The wit- 
ness said that every cartridge in the 
gun had been fired, and that the 
turnkey removed several bullets from 
Fair’s pocket. Under cross-examina- 
tion, Dodd said that Fair was not 
handeuffed when he arrived at the 
station house. 


Admitted as Evidence. 


Solicitor-General John A. Boykin 
tendered the pistol and bullets as evi- 
dence, and then rested for the state. 

Fair took the stand in his own be- 
half, He told of his alleged associa- 
tion with Mrs. Heath and said that 
he lost his job several times because 
he went with her. His wife left him. 
and he planned to go to Florida with 
Mrs. Heath, where they would both 
obtain divorces and then marry each 
other, Fair said. He claimed that he 
did not kidnap Mrs. Heath, but that 
she begged him to take her to Florida. 
Her relatives knew of his dealings 
with Mrs. Heath, and he knew trou- 
ble would occur when she left him 
in Florida, so he came back to At- 
lanta, got his wife and went to De- 
troit, he said. Fair said that he re- 
Solved to give himself up on the kid- 
naping charge, and, with a pistol in 
his pocket, passed Officer McDaniel 
while on the way to the police sta- 
tion. He cut across Decatur street 
toward the police station side of the 
street, when he saw Mrs. Heath get- 
ting into the car with her relatives. 
This “tore him all to pieces,” he said. 
and he “knew that he would be shot 
because her relatives had shot Zink,” 
Fair said. 

Fair declared that he ran to the 
ear, threw the pistol on Griffin and 
said: “Hands up.” He denied any 
intention of shooting, but that Grif- 
fin reached down by his wife’s leg. 
and he, Fair, then shot. He ran 
back toward McDaniel for protection. 
and his terrific speed carried the two 
of them into the store, his gun going 
off when it. brushed against McDan- 
iel’s leg, Fair said. He did not know 
how many times he shot, because of 
his terrific excitement, the defendant 
stated. He claimed that he then Jaid 
the gun on a trunk, and that Me- 
Danie) got him by the belt and carried 
him to the police station by automo- 
bile. MeDaniel got out with him at 
the police station and told an officer 
to “take his man, I am shot.” Fair 
said. He denied that McDaniel eame 
out on the sidewalk to meet him at 
the time of the shooting. “I weut 
there for his protection—and that 
was the outcome of it,” Fair said. 


Defense Rests. 


The defense rested. The state next 
introduced Lily Zelien, who was in 
the rear of Silverman's store when. 
she said, she heard shots, and then 
saw Fair and McDaniel wrestling and 
struggling. On cross-examination. she 
said the smoke from the gun was in- 
side the store. She testified that she 
was away from the aisle when she 
heard the shots, her view being block- 
ed until she had walked to the aisle. 

Miss Dora Kosnofsky, also employ- 
ed in Silverman’s store, said she was 


typing a letter when she looked up 
at the sound of the shots and saw 
MeDaniel and Fair fighting in the 
doorway. McDaniel pulled Fair into 
the store, she said. Although she first 
testified that McDaniel put the pistol | 
on a box at the entrance. of the store, 
she admitted under cross-examination 
that she did not know if McDaniel did 
so as she did not actually see him 
put the gun on the box. 

Will Jones, colored, who works at 
109 Decatur street, across from Sil- 
verman’s, said he heard three shots 
under the viaduct, and saw Fair run- 
ning across Decatur street with his 
right hand on the gun in his hip-' 
pocket. Fair pulled the gun out and 
shot McDaniel, waited a moment, and 
shot again, Jones said. McDaniel 
grabbed Fair and took him into the 
store, he said. Fair pulled the gun 
after McDaniel took hold of him, 
Jones said. 

Under cross-examination, Jones ad- 
mitted that while he had not been in 
jail, he got “out of trouble in Janu- 
ary.” Asked what the ‘trouble” was, 
he said he served eight months on the 
chain gang for “whisky.” 

After a brief recess. Mrs. McDan- 
iel was offered as the state's last 
witness, and identified the bullet-torn 
uniform as the new one worn by her 
husband for the first time on the day 
of the shooting. 

The case then went into argument.

United States weather bureau warn- 
ings issued through Warwick Ho- 
tel, local government displayman for 
the James river harbor, were to the 
effect that the storm is. proceeding 
up the Atlantic coast and is passing 
between Raleigh and Cape Hatteras 
late tonight and near the Virginia 
capes early tomorrow morning.

The Woods Are Full of Them. 


Reports from all parts of the coun- 
try agree that this year the woods are 
full of independent ‘voters and the 
cities are widely infected with mug- 
wumpery.

West Palm Beach, Fla., September 
18.—(/)—A blanket of wreckage has 
been tossed by nature in ruthless fash- 
ion over what only three days ago 
was‘one of the picturesque play- 
grounds of the nation. 

The waving palms and coconut 
trees have been razed, the ferns have 
been beaten down, hundreds of little 
homes have been stricken and a num- 
br of the big hotels have been marred. 

Strewn With Debris. 

This city and Palm Beach, across 
an inlet from here, are strewn from 
end to end with debris. Both look 
like they had been pounded for hours 
by the fire of heavy artillery. The 
approach to either now is through a 
torn countryside. First, on the way 
here there is noticed a piece of roof- 
ing in the roadway, then a few scat- 
tered pine boards. A little nearer and 
a telephone pole is down. 

After this a house with a roof off, 
next a house moved from its founda- 
tion and then a home caved in. 


Scene of Destruction. 


The closer the approach to the city 
the greater the scene of destruction. 
The streets are cluttered with the 
rubbish of wrecked homes. From one 
house the roof is gone, another has 
had the top story blown away. At 
the corner a filling station has caved 
in, the top of a palm tree has clogged 
the gutter and water has backed up 
inches deep. Wires sag from the light 
poles and swing carelessly over the 
street to catch in the top of an auto- 
mobile. 

Auto Tires Suffer. 


Boards with rusty nails are strewn 
across the streets and motorists con- 
stantly are changing their own tires 
for the large, roomy garages seemed 
to have been the favorite target for 
nature to fire upon. In the business 
district the wreckage is worse. Here, 


ture felt the force of nature's attack. 
Glass is missing from nearly all win- 
dows. It can be found on all the 
streets. Automobiles struggle to move 
about between the broken-off light 
posts. Some of the streets are so clut- 
tered that they have been roped off. 
National guardsmen have taken up 
the duties of traffic officers at most 
corners and wave their rifles to di- 
rect traffic instead of tooting a whis- 
tle.

ROBINSON ESTIMATES 
75 MILLION DAMAGE. 
BY WALTER CHAMBLIN, 
Associated Press Staff Writer. 
Jacksonville, Fla., September 18.— 
(P)—Returning from the Palm Beach 


storm area, Senator Joe Robinson, the 
democratie vice presidential nominee, 
said today that property damage in 
that section was being estimated at 
between $75,000,000 and $100,000,000. 
He declared that relief workers had 
told him that in West Palm Beach 
alone between 3,500 and 4,000 people 
were homeless and were being cared 
for in hotels and school houses and 
other public buildings which had with- 
stood the force of the hurricane. 

Mr. Robinson said that the storm 
appeared to him to have covered about 
a 145-mile stretch along the Florida 
coast, apparently having reached from 
Titusville on the north to Fort Lau- 
derdale on the south, 

“Within that area the desolation of 
buildings was almost. complete,’ he 
declared. “The highways and streets 
were filled with debris. The telegraph 
and telephone lines were down. “In 
West Palm Beach conditions are in- 
describable. I did not see a single 
residence which was not badly dam- 
aged. The roofs were blown away or 
partially destroyed so that practically 
every home is uninhabitable. There 
are a few houses in which one or 
more rooms can be occupied tem- 
porarily. 

“Every store was flooded and some 
of them were completely wrecked. 

“In Palm Beach the buildings as 
a rule were more substantial but even 
in that city nearly all roofs are dam- 
aged, the windows crashed, and every 
street with one exception is impassi- 
ble. While the palatial residences are 
badly damaged they can all be repair- 
ed within a few weeks. 

Houses to Be Rebuilt. 

“The homes in West Palm Beach 
for the most part will have to be re- 
built. I would like for the public to 
realize the true situ@ion in the be- 
lief that it will help in the relief 
work and rehabitation. 

“Probably one-half of the people of 
West Palm Beach are without re- 
sources or credit. Everything they 
possess has been destroved by the 
storm. Many of them hav: lost hope 
and are going away to start life anew 
in other places. 

“The Red Cross, the American Le- 
gion and other organizations are doing 
splendid work, but none of them have 
any cash funds. 

“It is inspiring to witness the cour- 
age displayed by relief workers in- 
cluding physicians, nurses and legion- 
naires. They are laboring, however, 
under a serious handicap. : 

My belief is that the wealthy citt- 
zens of the east who possess homes 
in Palm Beach and others who are 
in a position to contribute, will gladly 
and promptly supply funds if the 
necessity for the same is properly 
brought to their attention.

In the young guy’s kind of rheuma- 
tiz, according to Dr. Osgood, there is 
slight limitation of motion early in the 
illness. Swelling may be present. 4- 
ray pictures show little change in the 
joint surfaces. The cartilages oc the 
joint are usually normal. Later in 
the illness there is some atrophy or 
shrinking of the bone ends, loss of 
substance. 

In the old duffer’s rheumatiz, the 
proliferative type, there is a swelling 
of the affected joint or joints with 
proliferation of -the synovial or lining 
membrane. The joint cartilages some- 
times disappear entirely or in part. 
The thickened portions of synovial 
membrane sometimes ossify. 

You keep your tonsils or bad teeth 
and take your choice. 

Or mayhap you keep your tonsils 
and teeth and‘still escape the rheu- 
matiz. Dr. Osgood mentions some per- 
tinent statistics bearing on this ques- 
He concedes that focal infec- 
tion (as from diseased tonsils, neg- 
lected root abcesses and the like) the 
underlying cause in a great number of 
cases of type one or atrophic arthritis 
as he calis it. But he says that it is 
radical to assume that removal of 
such foci will effect a cure. He ob- 
serves that Pendleton found such foci 
in 73 per cent of cases of arthritis 
which he studied ; in those cases where 
Pendleton removed the foci 16 per cent 
recovered. In a series in which Pen- 
dleton did not remove the foci 46 per 
cent recovered. This suggests to Dr. 
Osgood that the problem of chronic 
arthritis is not entirely one of focal 
infection or surgical intervention. It 
does not signify so much to my mind, 
for I conceive that Dr. Pendleton is 


arthritis. And he may be right, at 
that. Dr. Osgood goes on to define 
his own attitude thus: 

“It -is needless to sacrifice tonsils 
and teeth on suspicion only, but it is 
preferable to build up the run down 
condition these patients usually have.

But when Dr. Osgood drags in 240 
old soldiers to fortify his position, I’m 
for calling out the guard and herding 
those old soldiers back to their. bar- 
racks.

Old soldiers always have been fond 
of ascribing their rheumatiz to expo- 
sure in the line of duty and this the- 
ory seldom fails to impress the pension 
board—but I’m surprised at Dr. Os- 
good.

A Romance of Government. 

“The story of the island’s rise to 
prosperity and well-being under Amer- 
ican direction of its affairs constitutes 
one of the greatest romances of govy- 
ernment in modern times. 

“Rectangular in shape, with an area 
a third less than that of Connecticut, 
a length of 100 miles, an average 
width of 30 miles and 360 miles of 
coast line, Porto Rico has a popula- 
tion of 1,300,000. The harbor of its 
capital, San Juan, one of the finest 
in the western hemisphere, has been 


dredged to a depth of 35 feet and 
will enjoy ever-increasing importance 
as a coaling station for the trans-At- 
lantiec routes to the Panama canal. 

“For a tropical land the winter cli- 
mate is unusually free from excessive 
heat, and the abundant rainfall over 
most of the island gives vegetation a 
perennial Juxuriance. Since it lies in 
the path of the trade winds, with its 
mountains in the central portion of 
the island, the humidity is rarely op- 
pressive. 

Scenery “Wild and Beautiful.” 


“The mountain scenery is wild and 
beautiful. The main range, known as 
the Cordillera Central, runs from east 
to west, with slopes sweeping over a 
wide area toward the north and ris- 
ing sharply from the south, leaving in 
the latter direction an alluvial plain 
only 10 to 15 miles wide between the 
peaks and the sea. 

“To the north of the main range 
there is a fine foothill region famous 
for its scenery, the Sierra de Luquillo, 
where the Indians made their last 
stand. El Yunque, the central peak 
of these hills, long enjoyed the repu- 
tation of being the highest of the 
island, its isolation giving it that ap- 
pearance. But mountain’ climbers, 
with their barometers, have forced it 
to surrender its prestige to some of 
the peaks in the Cordillera Central. 
El Yunque is 3,483 feet high, while 
Ala de la Piedra, in the central range, 
reaches a height of 4,398 feet. 

“One will find history and romance 
in every part of the isiand. San 
Juan itself was a settlement half a 
century before St. Augustine, Fla., the 
oldest town in the United States, 
came into being, and a full century 
before the Pilgrims landed at Plym- 
outh Rock it began to take on the sem- 
blance of a city.

“Within a little more than a year 
of the cession of Porto Rico to the 
United States by Spain, under the 
treaty of Paris, December 10, 1898, 
American occupation of the island 
had ceased to be military and had be- 
come economic. 

“The six states of Centrai America 
—Guatemala, Honduras, Salvador, 
Nicaragua, Costa Rica and Panama— 
have an aggregate areu 60 times as 
great as that of Porto Rico and a 
population more than four times as 
large; yet their combined exports and 
imports are less than her’s. 

“The republic of: Haiti. three times 


as large and nearly twice as populous, 
buys less than one-sixth as much in 
the markets of the world and sends 
less than one-seventh as much to the 
consuming centers of the earth. 

“Certainly only a region favored 
highly by nature and developed in- 
tensively by man could stand out so 
brilliantly in comparison with adjacent 
lands. 

“Under the American regime tlie 
amount of sugar exported increased 
sevenfold; coffee exports doubled in 
quantity and trebled in value, and to- 
baeco shipments have likewise scored 
marvelous gains, 

“If the 48 states of the American 
union were as densely populated as 
our little jewel sparkling in its Cari- 
bean setting, we would have to find 
room for an additional population 
equal to that of Asia, Australia and 
South America. 

‘‘A striking testimonial to the fer- 
tilitv of the island’s soil and the tri- 
umphs of its agriculture is the fact 
that, with no manufactures to swell 
its exports, a balance of trade appears 
in its favor proportionatety as high 
as that of continental United States. 


From Oxcarts to Limousines. 


“Transportation methods here dif- 
fer widely from those in the states. 
The automobile and the motor truck 
carry most of the passengers and 
freight. The only railroad of any 
consequence skirts the northern, west- 
ern and southern shores from San 
Juan to Guayama, but its traffic is 
— mainly to goods shipped in 
bulk. 

“In the interior the oxcart finds 
some of the byroads passable, but the 
pack pony must be relied on beyond 
the main highways. 

“Traveling around the rim of the 
island, or crossing in divers places 
from north to south, and through the 
center from east to west, one finds 
old world ways and nineteenth century 
travel strangely associated with new 
world customs and twentieth century 
transportation. 


“Creaking oxcarts and antiquated 
victorias vie with noisy motorcycles, 
ever present ‘flivvers,’ luxurious motor 
cars and lumbering trucks. Here are 
barefoot jibaros, on foot or astride 
their diminutive Porto Rican ponies; 
there plodding ox-drivers, prodding 
their creeping steeds in a seldom suc- 
cessful effort to quicken their gait; 
farther on, a string of donkeys meekly 
bearing their burdens of well filled 
pannier baskets. 

“But as the road winds up into the 
hills and over the mountains of the 
interior, affording glimpses of the sap- 
phire sea, the luxuriant plain and 
verdant slopes, the visitor thrills at 
the wondrous, ever-changing, but al- 
ways charming panorama.”

Los Angeles, September 18.—()— 
Markings on the bullets that killed 
Miss Barbara Mauger, Philadelphia 
girl, may hold the fate of Russell 
Beitzel, formerly of Philadelphia, on 
trial here for the alleged slaytng of the 
girl in a secluded spot in the Holly- 
wood Hills last June.

Detectives yesterday testified Beit- 
zel, following his arrest, told them 
that a short time before the girl dis- 
appeared he had gone to a place near 
where the body was found and tried 
out a new gun which he contemplated 
buying. He said he fired several 
shots then threw away the remainder 
of a box of cartridges, which subse- 
quently were recovered by investators. 

Beitzel disclaims knowledge of the 
girl’s death, saying he quarreled with 
her while on a drive into the hills and 
that she jumped from his automobile 
and disappeared. .

‘The republican candidate for presi- 
dent in his speech of acceptance refer- 
ring to the republican administration, 
said: 

“The record of these seven and one- 
half years constitutes a period of rare 
courage and leadership and construc- 
tive action. Never has a_ political 
party been able to look back upon a 
similar period with more satisfaction. 

“Here in Omaha tonight, 
center of one of the great farming 
regions of this country, I propose 
to discuss that republican record of 
over seven years and a half on the 
important question of farm relief.

Sup- 
pose, for an instant, that the manu- 
facturer of shoes was compelled to 
meet the wage scale of today, the in- 
creased cost of machinery, the  in- 
creased cost of machinery, the in- 
creased cost along the whole line of 
plant operation, and then was com- 
pelled to offer the produce of his fac- 
tory at the price that it brought 25 
years ago—how long could he remain 
in business?

Prominent members of 
their own party have made it per- 
fectly clear to the leaders. President 
Coolidge must know it, and he must 
also have known that an increase in 
the tariff on wheat was an empty 
gesture. Yet the republican candidate 
for president says in his acceptance 
speech : 

“*An adequate tariff is the founda- 
tion of farm relief.’ 

“But he makes no suggestion what- 
ever as to how the adequate tariff 
is to be made to function and become 
effective with respect to the major 
cash crops. He refers to the tariff as 
though it really worked for the farm- 
er. The solution has two parts. First, 
an adequate tariff: and, second, a 
method: of making it function. Mr. 
Hoover refers to the first part and ig- 
nores the second. 

“Every student of the problem in 
the United States today is unanimous 
in the declaration that standing by 
itself the tariff is not the solution, 
so far as crops. are concerned, of 
which there is an exportable surplus. 
If the tariff alone is the foundation 
of farm relief, why not raise it some 
more? The solution is not as simple 


as that. 

G. 0. P. Not Frank. 
_“The trouble during all these years 
lies in the fact that the republican 
party has not been entirely frank 
with the farmer. I could go further 


-and say they have not been honest 


with him. Had they been honest 
and frank with him, instead of ex- 
tending sympathy and promising re- 
lief through tariff and promising eco- 
nomic equality, they would have 
frankly said to the farmer that the 
solution lies in providing a mechanism 
for the control of the exportable sur- 
plus with the cost of that control 
imposed on the crop benefitted as the 
only way to make the tariff function. 
As to that important principle, the 
republican presidential candidate dis- 
closes obvious hostility. 

“On that subject the 
platform says nothing. 

“But its convention repudiated the 
minority report seeking recognition of 
this principle. What that means is 
best shown by Governor lLowden’s 
comment: 

Rescue Agriculture. 


“*T have urged, however, that it is 
the duty of the republican party to 
find some way to rescue agriculture 
from the ruins that threaten it. That, 
in my judgment, the convention by 
its platform just adopted has failed 
to do, and it, therefore, authorizes the 
withdrawal of my name from before 
the convention.’ 

“It would be interesting at this 
time to ask the question: Did the re- 
publican candidate for president ever 
speak about this question of surplus 
crops? He did. 


Refers to Surplus. 


“In 1924 he wrote as follows: 
“That (referring to the surplus)

ean only be corrected by prices low 
Tr to make production unprofit- 
able. 

“What does he mean by that? I 
ean spell only one thing out of that. 
He wants to drive enough farmers 
out of business to pull down the sur- 
plus crops. 

“The way he wants to relieve the 
farmer is to destroy him. 

“Again in 1925 he said: 

“The fundamental need is a bal- 
ancing of agricultural production to 
our home demand.’ 

“Is that solution of the farm prob- 
lem, to starve the farmer to death? 
To drive his prices down so low that 
he can have no production for his 
energy? Is the sweat of his brow 
to go for nothing and is he to be 
eventually driven out of agricultural 
pursuits? 

Not Be Good Thing. 

“As to the balancing of the agri- 
cultural production to our home de- 
mand, that would not be a good thing 
to my way of thinking, even if you 
could do it. But that it cannot be 
done is best shown by a report from 
the bureau of agricultural economies, 
which says: ™ 

“During the last 20 years 95_per 
cent of the changes in spring wheat 
production were due to differences in 
yields. As a whole perhaps _three- 
quarters of the natural variation in 
erop production is due to yield va- 
riances and lies beyond human con- 
trol through acreage adjustments. 

“That is in effect to say the solu- 
tion of disposing of the surplus, ad- 
vanced by Mr. Hoover is impossible, 
and is beyond the power of human 
control. 

“Tf the students of the agricultural 
problem understand their business, we 
have put our finger on the sore spot; 
we have discovered the primary cause 
of the illness in the agricultural in- 
dustry and it is now for the doctor 
to prescribe the remedy. 

Hoover Offers Tariff. 


“What does Mr. Hoover offer? 
First, the tariff. Everybody knows, 
and he knows, himself, that the tariff 
is net effective as to the basic cash 
crops, without a supplemental device 
to make it work. 

“He offers inland waterways. Very 
good. The democratic party is in fa- 
vor of inland waterways, just as 
strongly as the republican party, but 
I think it is only fair to say that no- 
body would offer that as an imme- 
diate remedy. The present condition 
needs a remedy at once, and not at a 
time far distant, when the improve- 
ment in the inland waterways could 
be an accomplished fact. At best, 
were they with us today, they would 
not exert sufficient influence to solve 
the problem. 

“He offers stabilization corpora- 
tions. Stabilization corporations made 
up of voluntary associations of pro- 
ducers can no more stabilize agricul- 
ture than the banks of the country 
were all voluntarily to stabilize our 
financial system without the interven- 
tion of government in forming the fed- 
eral reserve system. 


Aid To Cooperatives. 


“He suggests aid to cooperatives, I 
strongly believe in cooperative mar- 
keting. It is clearly all right—as far 
as it goes. I have encouraged it in 
my own state. In New York we 
have over one thousand cooperative 
marketing associations. With our ma- 
jor cash crops and with a device for 
taking care of the surplus at the cost 
of the commodity benefited, coopera- 


tives would be given. a great oppor- 
tunity for development. 

“Their field is limited, however, 
without such a device, for tue reason 
that when the membership alone is 
compelled to pay the whole cost of 
the attempt at stabilization, those 
outside the membership receive the 
benefits of the increased prices with- 
out bearing any of the burdens inci- 
dent thereto. And the attempt at 


Stabilization is in large measure im- 
paired by the activities of the non- 
members. 

“The fundamental fact is that none 
of these methods can function with 
respect to the major cash crops un- 
less they are coupled with the con- 
trol of the exportable surplus crops 
with cost of lifting it out of the do- 
mestic market assessed back on the 
crop benefited. 

“Various people have attempted to 
misrepresent and confuse my attitude 
with respect to the MeNary-Haugen 
bill. I do not propose to leave the 
slightest doubt in anybody’s mind on 
that subject. 

“As I read the MeNary-Haugen 
bill, its fundamental purpose is to 
establish an effective control of the 
sale of exportable surplus with the 
cost Imposed upon the commodity 
benefitted. For that principle the 
democratic platform squarely stands, 
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Haugen bill is 
embodied in that bill. |

“When I saw Carnes’ picture in 
the papers this morning I immediate- 
ly recognized him as the man I pick- 
ed up,” Austin said. “The stranger 
was exceedingly well dressed. In fact, 
he looked like a million dollars. He 
carried a cane and wore gloves. He 


said he hadn't slept for a long time 
and appeared to be worn out.’ 
Austin said the man told him he 
wanted to stay from cities and main 
highways. He said he was a writer 
living at Carmel and was bound for 
Byron Hot Springs. He carried a 
brief case and wore glasses. “He look- 
ed so well dressed and acted so much 
like a gentleman,” Austin said, “that

REPORTED SEEN 
IN N. CAROLINA. 


Reports that Clinton S. Carnes 
was seen in widely separated cities in 
the last three days Tuesday spurred 
the hunt for the fugitive treasurer 
of the home missio.. board of the 
Southern Baptist convention, sought 
in alleged peculations expected to to- 
tal more than a million dollars. 


The Atlanta police were irvestigat- 
ing a tip that Carnes was seen driv- 
ing on the highway near Brevard, N. 
C., Sunday afternoon which came al- 
most simultaneously with the report 
that the missing man also had been 
sighted in Syracuse, N. Y., on Mon- 
day, but had eluded pursuers, which 
included a former friend who was 
positive of the identity of the map. 

The report from North Carolina 
quoted V. B. McCaha, former sheriff 
of Transylvania county, as saying that 
he encountered the man believed to be 
Carnes when the latter stopped him 
on the highway Sunday afternoon. 
Carnes was headed toward Greenville, 
S. C., McCaha said. 


Confirmed Suspicions. 


The former sheriff declared that 
when he saw the man he was certain 
that it was Carnes, that he rushed 
into town and looked again at the 
photographs of the fugitive and was 
more positive in his identification. 
MeceCaha returned to the highway to 
seek traces of the man but found 
none. 


A close check of strangers in Green- 
ville failed to reveal a trace of Carnes, 
it was reported, but the search of that 
city and others in the vicinity is being 
continued, 

As the hunt for the missing man 
was being conducted, Solicitor-General 
John A Boykin continued his efforts 
to raise a reward fund of $10,00U 
which he started Monday by a con- 
tribution of $250 of his personal 
funds. A large reward for the ap- 
prehension of Carnes will spur the 
search for the missing man and has- 
ten his capture, Solicitor Boykin be- 
lieves. 

Contributions Pu —_‘ In. 


Meanwhile officials of the mission 
board continued to receive contribu- 
tions from all over the Southern Bap- 
tist convention. These gifts came in 
response to an appeal made two weeks 
ago by Dr. Arch C. Cree, acting exec- 
utive secretary of the board, who call- 
ed on the church membership for spe- 
cial aid to assist the then paralyzed 
treasury of the board. 

‘The response has been especially 
noble,” Dr. Cree said Tuesday. “A 
great many churches did not get any 
collections at all a week ago Sunday 
but most all received something this 
last Sunday and we are well satisfied 
with the results of our appeal.” 

Though the amount received was 
far below the sum necessary to assure 
operations of the board for an in- 
definite period enough was donated 
to care for the present emergency, 
Dr. Cree said. All August salaries of 
the mission board, including the office 
force and field workers, have now been 


sharing in the profits. Later that

I proceeded to 
telt him in about the same words 
that I had told Mrs. Pope my desire 
to go into pictures. I saw Mr. Carnes 
a few days after that, and it was 
about the same thing, and before I 
knew it all arrangements were made, 
Mrs. Pope planning to go as business 
manager. i went to Mr. Carnes’ of- 
fice one afternoon at his request— 
it was some time in July, 1927—and 
he gave me $375 in cash. He gave 
me the balance the following day, 
$125—making a total of $500. had 
that in cash when I left for New 
York, and it was verbally agreed that 
if no lyrve sums of money were made 
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these moneys would not have to be 
paid back. (Name deleted), Mrs. 
Louise Pope and myself left Atlanta 
by train to Savannah July 24, 1927, 


arriving in New York on July 28, 
1927. Mrs. Pope and I stopped at 
the hotel which is across the street 
from the Martinque, (name deleted) 
stopping at the Martinique. After a 
few days’ stay there, the three of us 
took a trip to Boston, staying over 
the week-end. All of us stopped at 
the Statler hotel there. Returning to 
New York, Mrs. Pope and I stopped 
at the Park Central hotel, and {name 
deleted) returning to Atlanta. 

Q. Did you stop at the same hotel 
while in Boston? 

A.—Yes, Mrs. Pope and I together 
and (name deleted) alone. After set- 
tling, etc., I secured work at the stu- 
dios, playing successfully several bits. 
I earned a little money but used it for 
wardrobe and personal expenses tor 
myself. While I was in New York I 
heard from Mr. Carnes directly 
none at all. Mrs. Pope on a few 
occasions told me that she had letters 
and wires from him but I never saw 
them. I have seen money orders as 
high as to the amount of $450, com- 
ing from Mr. Carnes, in the name of 
Mrs. Pope. I have seen money orders 


}coming to Mrs. Pope on more than 


one occasion. During my stay in New 
York I received no money direct from 
Mr. Carnes. However, all my wants 
were satisfied by Mrs. Pope. From 
the statement I have at hand, present- 


ed to me by Mr. Carnes before leav- 
ing Atlanta in November, 1927, I find 
the amount of $2,577.66 sent us in 
New York by Carnes. This amount 
includes the $500 Mr. Carnes gave me 
in cash before leaving Atlanta in July. 
In November, about a couple of weeks 
before I was planning to return to 
Atlanta, there came upon the hori- 
zon Sonja Norida. I went to Wash- 
ington for a few days preceding Mrs. 
Pope, en route to Atlanta. Before it 
was over, however, I had returned to 
New York again, and to Washington 
again—Mr, Carnes believing all the 
while that I was playing in a Tif- 
fany-Stahl production there. Mrs. 
Pope had asked me to stick to this 
story. I left Washington alone, ar- 
riving in Atlanta alone, and stayed in 
seclusion for four or five days, on the 
orders of Mrs. Pope. I think she was 
there all the while. I called Mr. 
Carnes, at Mrs. Pope’s suggestion, on 
Saturday afternoon, but was unable 


I gave him a favorable report of ev- 
erything that had happened, and dur- 
ing one of our conferences the sub- 
ject of contracts was brought up. It 
took quite some time for all of us to 
come to some understanding regarding 
contracts, but finally a satisfactory 


an agreement with Mr. Carnes, as per

With machine production in Ameri- 
can industry approaching the maxi- 
mum output, there is grave danger of 
glutting world markets unless labor 
is put on the five-day week plan, ac- 
cording to a statement Tuesday by A. 
OQ. Wharton, president of Internation- 
al Association of Machinists, which 
opened its quadrennial convention at 
the Biltmore hote) Monday. The meet- 
ing, attended by morethan 400 dele- 
gates from all quarters of America, 
will continue in daily session through- 
out the week. 

In addition to Mr. Wharton, a 
member of the United States railroad 
board under the Wilson administra- 
tion, other nationally known labor 
leaders attending the convention in- 
clude James O'Connell, who was pres- 
ident of the association for 19 years 
and is now head of meta! trades de- 
partment, American’ Federation of 
Labor, and William H. Johnston, who 
served the association as presiden® for 
14 years. 

Green Speaks Today. 

The high spot in today’s program 
will be the arrival of William Green, 
president of the American Federation 
of Labor, who is scheduled to address 
the meeting during the day. Mr. Green 
will spend several days as a guest of 
the meeting, it was announced. 

Following the morning meeting 

Tuesday the visitors were entertained 
at a barbecue at the Southern railway 
shops here, known as the “Cradle of 
the Association,” since it was here 
that the organization was formed in 
1888, 
Tuesday afternoon the party formed 
a motorcade, proceeding to Stone 
Mountain for a view of the Confed- 
erate memorial carving. 

With regard to the five-day week, 
one of the most important subjects 
to come before ‘the convention, Mr. 
Wharton said that “increasing pro- 
duction and the necessity to meet re- 
sulting unemployment is justification 
for the step. 

“American factories, equipped as 
they are, cannot operate 300 days a 
year without producing a _ surplus 
stock of goods, unmarketable either 
in this or foreign countries. This is 
also' the opinion of Secretary of La- 
bor Davis,” Mr. Wharton said. 

Figures were quoted to the effect 
that from 10 to 12 per cent of Ameri- 


can labor is continually out of em- 
ployment.

First I want to tell you, M., that 
it is harder for the woman who stays 
at home and is around food to reduce 
than it is for the one who is out!

Naturally, a physical worker can 
have many more calories while reduc- 
ing than one who does sedentary 
work, but the question of reducing is 
exactly the same—just limiting the 
number of calories so that some of 
the energy will be supplied by the 
body fat. 

You talk a cholocate malted milk 
for breakfast.

Third: 200 to 300 C. of fruit. Good 
sized orange, apple, pear—100 C. each. 
Best to take large share of the vege- 
tables and fruits raw. 

Fourth: At least one pint of skim 
or buttermilk in some form—drinks, 
in cooking, or cheese. You need it for 
lime and complete protein. 

Fifth: One medium small potato, 
100 C., or one large slice whole wheat 
bread. one half inch thick, same num- 
ber of calories, or two-thirds cup of 
cereal. If you have starchy or or 
sugary desserts omit these. 

Sixth: One to two teaspoonsfuls cod 
liver oil (35 C. each), or two to four 
cod liver oil tablets (practically no 
calories), or one tablespoonful butter 
(100 C.) or equivalent in cream—for 
your supply of vitamin A. 

Seventh: Protein. You must have 
more protein, besides what you get 
in the milk, so take three to four 
ounces of very lean meat or fish or 
eggs (150 to 200 C. total). 

What I have outlined comes ap- 
proximately to 800-1,000 C. That will 
leave you quite a few more calories 
for the things yeu like. But I advise 
you not to take sweets and fats be- 
cause it is best to learn not to care 
for them. Arrange your meals and 
menus to suit yourself.

YOUR BOY AND YOUR GIRL 


BY ARTHUR DEAN, SC. D. | 


Many of my readers ask me about 
private schools and whether a boy or 
girl will benefit more by attending 
one. These readers seem to empha- 
size the expense of such an educa- 
tion rather than the results obtained. 

It is easier to find a school that 
fits a checkbook than it is to find a 
school which fits the youth. Trivate 
schools differ very widely, net mere- 
ly in the tuition fee but in their aims 
and methods. 

The tradition of a school count. It’s 
personality, as brought out by the 
head, is important. The academic 
standing of the school in the eyes 
of higher preparatory and colleges 
must be looked into. Climate, altitude, 
fresh air and beautiful surroundings 
are considerations. 

Private schools come under at least 
three headings: 

First, the old-fashioned, formal, con- 
servative and rather “stiff” school. 
Such schools have plenty of students 
bécause there are any number of con- 
servative parents who are not interest- 
ed in the new educational methods and 
who want their boys to go to the 
same type of private school which 
they attended in their youth. 

Then there are those schools which 
try to be up to date and yet re- 
tain the best traditional education. 

And finally, there are progressive 
schools whose methods are based upon 
John Dewey’s philosophy of education, 
where the child is more important 
than the subject and the individual! 
more important than the school, and 
character, health, personality and ca- 
pacity for accomplishment are more 
important than marks, formal discip- 
line and traditional subject matter. 

I hesitate to recommend any par- 
ticular school to my readers until I 
know something of the educational 
ideals of the parents, something of 
their boys and girls, and something 


of the type of college which the young 


people will enter later. 

the parents of the boy or girl 
want him (or her) to be an aristocrat 
in thinking, a conformist, and think 
of himself as belonging to the upper 
group and being inclined to hold to 
old ideas and accept the thinking of 
others, I can suggest fitting schools 
which meet with the notions of such 
parents. 

If a parent is interested in having 
his child developed along natural lines. 
learn to do his own thinking, learn 
to use his hands as well as his head. 
learn to accept new ideas, or at least 
to reason out why old ideas are bet- 
ter, then I should send him to one 
of the so-called “progressive schools.” 

If_a parent wants to play “safe” 
and not have his child indulge too 
much there are schools which sueeess- 
fully sit on the fence between the 
fields of educational liberalism and 
conservatism. To parents who write 
me their: preference and ideals for 
their children I'll be glad to make 
recommendations.

HOW TO PLAY 
FOOTBALL 


By Walter Eckersall 


BY WALTER ECKERSALL, 
Article II. 
THE CENTER. 

An aggressive intelligent 
ter righttuliy may be called one 
of the most valuable players on 
any football team. HTlis accuracy 
in passing on the offense and 
ability to size up plays on de- 
fense determine his worth, 

While playing on offense, the 
center always should bear in mind 
that opponents cannot interfere 
with him until he has passed the 
ball. If they do, the penalty is 
five yards and first down, With 
such protection the center should 

make sure of his passes regardless 
of the aggressiveness of opponents,

cen- 


In passing the ball, the center 
should crouch with his back par- 
allel to the ground. Uis weight 
should be distributed that he 
cannot be priflled forward or charg- 
ed back. His knees should be 
bent to sustain any sort of at- 
tack. It is permissible by rule 
for the center's head to be offside. 
In passing the ball, the center 
should not use his body. He 
should rely upon his hands and 
arms. Ile never should lift the 
ball before passing. The pass 
should be made with eontinuous 
motion of the arms, 

The center should spend a lot of 
time practicing his passing. He 
ought to get out earlier than other 
members of the team and drill 
with one of the second team play- 
ers or freshmen. -In this respect 
it _ helpful to have an opponent 
play opposite the center to pull 
om forward or charge him back 
after he has made his pass. This 
will enable him to distribute his 
weight properly and be prepared 
for such attacks in a game.

On straight line plunges the 
center never should make a hard, 
fast pass. ‘The ball should be 
tossed back slowly so that there 
is little danger of it bounding off 
the ball carrier’s chest. On end 
runs, the center heal pass the 
ball a trifle to the side of the 
runner and in the direction to 
which the play is sent. The speed 
of the pass on all formations de- 
pends upon the quickness or slow- 
ness in which the play is ex- 
pected to develop.. The = center 
never should pass the ball when 
members of his team are offside 
or in motion. He is the steady- 
ing ferce of the offeusive. 

If the defensive center is smart, 
he will play his position according 
to the ground to be gained by 
the opponents. Most coaches per- 
mit their eenters to pull out of 
the line and play in a roving posi- 
tion. They should not play too

If the offense has one yard to 
gain on a third down, the defen- 
sive center should go into the line 
as ai straight thrust or an off 
tackle play will invariably be 
called, If large yardage is need- 
ed on ae third down, a forward 
pass or trick play will be used 
and the defensive center can pull 
back from the line of scrimmage. 
In other words, the smart defen- 
sive center should anticipate an 
opponent's attack. 

Too much emphasis cannot be 
placed upon practice for the cen- 
ter in passing. The old saying 
that practice makes perfect fits 
this case perfectly. A good center 
will not toss the ball over the 
kicker’s head or pass it to the 
wrong players on the different 
formations.

General Motors made a very favor- 
able report today on the cars and 
trucks produced by its Chevrolet unit. 
For August the figures were 122,000, 
against 120,000 for July and 91,000 
for August of Jast year. [For the eight 
months the figures were 994,000 
against 786,000 for the same period 
of last year. 

Chevrolet to Switch. 

According to Wall street gossip 
Cheyrolet already has plans for turn- 
ing out a six-cylinder car if Ford 
competition becomes serious. ‘There 
is no doubt from the information Wall 
street is receiving from Detroit and 
elsewhere that Ford is now steadily 
increasing his production and that he 
is turning out a car that is making 
Chevrolet and all other competitors 
take notice. According to today’s in- 
formation the new six-cylinder Chevro- 
let could be sold for only $20 higher 
than the selling price of the four- 
cylinder car now being turned out. 

Selling of stocks increased in the 
last hour when call money went to 
7 1-2, with the tape making up some 
of its early loss, again falling behind. 
Call money is expected to continue 
easier for the remainder of this week 
with the influence of the September 
15 government financing spent. 

Floor members of the stock exchange 
who stood in the crowd around the 
General Motors post watching the 
stock go through its old high reached 
the conclusion that the new high was 
made possible by urgent short cover 
ing. General Motors made its new | 
high on May 7 at 210 after which 
there was a decline with the rest of 


the market until 169 1-8 was reached 
on June 19.

State Gets More Favorable 
and Unfavorable Publicity 
Than Any Other State.

The Fiorida storm puts the name 
of that state on the front page again. 
No state, in the Iast five years, has 
had so much publicity, both favorable 
and unfavorable, as fast-developing 
Florida. 

Mention Florida an@ many people 
think of tropical storms in the early 
fall and a playground for the wealthy 
in winter. Such people should write 
Nathan Mayo, Florida’s commissioner 
of agriculture, for a book just issued. 
entitled “Florida, an Advancing State.” 

Her manufactured products were 
three times as great in 1925 as in 
1924. Her citrus crop is America’s 
largest, next to California. She is a 
leader in producing sisal and jute. 

When that picturesque, determined 
and outstanding leader of the Philip- 
pine islands, Senator Manuel Quezon, 
puts his support back of Governor- 
General Stimson, it is a most impor- 
tant news item. 

(Juezon for years has been interest- 
ed in the independence of the Philip- 
pines. He is popular, intelligent and 
Aggressive, and he ‘still believes in 
Philippine independence.

Thomas Bata. thirty years ago a 
shoemaker at Zlin, Czecho-Slovakia, 
but now the greatest shoe manufac- 
turer in Europe, is trying to change 
this situation. 

Working with his brother, he saved 
what he eould. It took him years to 
get enough money to visit Germany, 
and then the United States, to find 
the secret of shoe-making. Returning 
to his little village of Zlin, he began 
making factory shoes, based largely 
on American methods. The war help- 
ed him greatly. 

Since that time he has gone far. 
For every pair of shoes he made in 
1923 he made seven pairs Jast year— 
and he made 5,000,000 in 1923. The 
village of Zlin has been transformed 
into a busy city for Bata’s 12,000 
employees. 

_His volume has become so large that 
his low prices are seriously affecfing 
other shoe manufacturers in Europe. 
However, his activities are not con- 
fined to Europe. It looks now as if 
Czecho-Slovakia would sell 2,000,000 
pairs of shoes, sandals and slippers in 
the United States this year. Three 
times as many as entered two years 
— most of them are made by 

ata.

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Hurricane Strikes in Indies 


STORM DATE STARTS SEPTEMBER 15 e 


Mathematical Exactness 


BY ARTHUR POWELL,

Havana, September 18.—(4'—The 
West Indian hurricane that struck the 


Caribbean with terror came aimost 
with mathematical exactitude. 

The cyé¢lone and hurricane season 
in the Antilles begins usually about 
September 15 and lasts until the first 
week in October. 

Even before the hurricane struck 
September 13 weather bureau ob- 
servers, treined men at the Cuban na- 
tional observatory and learned Jesuit 
fathers at Belen observatory were 
casting anxious eves toward the skies 
searching for the fragmentary, feather- 
edged clouds that indicate hurricanes. 
As it happened Cuba was spared the 
horror that visited other islands in 
the Caribbean and felt only the back 
lash of the storm. 

Nervous Months. 


The months of September and Oc- 
tober are alWays somewhat nervous 
days in the Caribbean, particularly 
when the barometer gets erratic and 
fluctuates between high and low. 
Most offices and homes have barome- 
ters and there are frequent daily con- 
sultations and when a low ebb is 
reached, indicative of dropped atmos- 
pherie pressure and conducive to per- 
turbations, there results a general call 
of arms. 

Cyclonie perturbations usually form 
in the Caribbean sea, off Martinique, 
and sweep across Haiti and up north 
across the Florida straits, often con- 
tinue to the Canadian border in a de- 
ereased form but with no intensity. 
The Cuban National observatory rec- 
ords show that cyclones have two de- 
structive factors. The air that whirls 
with great velocity and the mass of 
water dragged by that same force of 
wind, 

In the 1926 cyclone in Cuba the 
damage was equally distributed be- 
tween the 116-mile wind and the veri- 
table sheets of water that drove with 
destructive ‘force, undermining build- 
ings and uprooting trees. 

Dr. Carlos Millas, head of the 
Cuban National observatory, claims 
that in the southern hemisphere all 
cyclonic perturbations whirl in an anti- 
clockwise direction. This he claims 
is governed by the rotation of the 
earth. He applies this rule of Father 
Vines, Jesuit priest and Cuba's first 
meteorologist, to the perturbations of 
this island. 

Cuba has had but two destructive 
cyclones in recent years but the last 
one in 1926 wag of such terrifying 
force that the people have made every 
preparation to safeguard against its 
repetition. On that fateful 9th of 
October the winds broke all gauges at 
116 miles, rains flooded virtually every 
home in Havana and the usually 
placid waters of the Gulf of Mexico 
broke over the malecon, or sea wall, at 
great height, rushing into palatial wa- 
terfront homes at distances of 200 to 
300 yards. 

Quirks of Torrent. 


Queer quirks of the torrent cast 
heavy wooden beams as light arrows 
through gigantic palm tree trunks, 
tops were taken off one building to be 
deposited on another and tree tops 
chopped off at even levels as though 
mathematically gauged. 

Antillian cyclones and hurricanes 
are noted not only for their de- 
structive factors but for their awe-in- 
spiring shrieks; sounds of a thousand 
| moniac devils turned loose in de- 


moniac fury. They shriek their way

San Juan, Porto Rico, September 
17.—(#/)—In the face of a steadily- 
mounting death toll, Porto Rico labor- 
ed today to care for 700,000 persons 
left homeless by the tropical hurricane 
until ~zhelp could come from the out- 
side. Half of- these homeless were 
estimated to be hungry and without 
visible means of support. 

The toll of known dead jumped 
from 253 to 300 when advices came 
from three towns which had been ise- 
lated. These were Comerio with 29 
dead, Coamo, 9 dead, and Barranqui- 
tas, Doctors and those familiar

Poor country folk were endeavoring 
to patch together their damaged homes, 
using stones for hammers and bent 
nails drawn from the wreckage. Men, 
women and children worked together. 
Noah Sheppard, an agent for the Fed- 
eral Land bank, who traveled across 
the island from Ponce, said he saw 
no one erying or quitting. One of 
the greatest needs, he thought, was 
nails and hammers, 

Rural Homes Gone. 

Sheppard estimated that SO per cent 
of the homes in the rural districts 
which he erossed had been damaged. 
Beans, corn and sweet potatoes for 
planting quick crops were also needed, 
he said. 

Citizens of Porto Rico organized 
a committee headed by Chief Justice 
Kimeli Del Toro to draft whatever 
aid was thought essential. Justice 
Del Toro announced that if the civil 
authorities proved inadequate to cope 
with the situation Governor Horace 
M. ‘Towner, as commander-in-chief of 
both the United States army forces 
and the National Guard in the island, 
would be asked to press these men 
into service for the work. Members 
of the Clearing House association and 
the chamber of commerce also organ- 
ized to cooperate in the relief work. 

Local relief funds were placed at the 
disposal of the citizens’ committee. An 
outline of relief methods was drawn 
up so that as soon as supplies and 
food arrived from the outside they 
might be distributed without delay. 

Other cities and towns’ reported 
they had relief measures for their 
immediate vicinities well under way 
already. 

Despite the staggering blow sustain- 
ed by the island’s inhabitants, they 
were determined today to start over 
again and build anew on the rich 
soil which has been the basis of Porto 
Rico's wealth. 

The island was almost completely 
deprived of two crops which normally 
provide income during the “dead sea- 
son,” the period between sugar crops, 
Both the coffee and citrus fruit crops 
which would have provided $15,000,- 
(00 income, largely during the next 
four months, were nearly wiped out. 
Some coffee may be saved. 

Losses Hard on Poor. 

These losses will entail long hard- 
ship for the poor rural population. 
Farmers, however, may find some re- 
lief in public reeonstruction work 
which in the towns at least will pro- 
vide prompt employment. 

The story of a telephone operator's 
heroism was reported ‘from Coamo, 
where nine perished. Felicita Carte- 
gena stuck at her switchboard giving 
warnings and aid until she was killed.
